4. Student Orientation

The student orientation will familiarize you with school policies, procedures, locd conditions, and let you
complete necessary adminigrative matters. The following information should help you prepare for the
class.

a. Course Location
All ABC cdlasses will be held in the Squadron Officer Schoal (SOS) facilities. Some
activitieswill be held in other locations. Y ou will be briefed on changes as necessary.

b. Class Schedule
Y ou must atend dl scheduled class periods and follow al instructions listed in your
schedule. You must be ontime for al classes and activities. Familiarize yourself with the weekly class
schedule to ensure you know where to be and when to be there.

c. Uniforms
While atending the ABC, you will be required to wear a number of uniform combinations:
light blue shirt/blouse with long/short deeves; and the utility uniform (BDUS). Y our Hight Commander
will brief you on Uniform:-of-the-Day requirements.

d. Gengd Information

(1) Defense Switching Network (DSN): Use of DSN isredtricted to officid business. Use
discretion when determining what is officia busness. Overseas DSN calls must be gpproved by your
Flight Commander. Complete ingructions are in your flight room.

(2) ABC Student Locator: Any ABC student can be given amessage to return a cal
through the student locator, DSN 493-1463/2686 or commercia (334) 953-1463/2686.

(3) VOQ Room Phones. Each room hasaphone. All incoming cals go through a central
automated switchboard. Y ou will pay your phone bill at the billeting office prior to graduation. Charge
privileges are suspended 5 days prior to graduation to prevent unpaid long distance cals. All long
distance calls are charged at the same (day) rate. There are no weekend or special rates. We
recommend you use a calling card.

(4) Reporting Incidents. Immediately inform the Hight Commander of incidents which may
require OSl or security policeinvestigation. In case of possible theft of school or persond property, if
practica, advise Student Operations before asking for an investigation. This procedure often precludes
misunderstandings and ensures prompt and complete investigation of an actua theft.




(5) Emergency Phone Numbers. Y ou will receive alist of phone numbers for faculty
membersin your chain of commeand. In addition, here are other numbers you may find useful:

e. Leave & Passes:

(1) Emergency Leave

(@ During duty hours, contact your Hight Commander to coordinate your emergency
leave plans. If you are unable to reach himvher, contact your Squadron Commander. If you are unable
to contact either, you may contact the Director of Student Operations at 493-5828.

(b) After duty hours: you should till atempt to contact your Hight or Squadron
Commander. If you are unable to do so, contact the 42 ABW Command Post, DSN 493-7333,
commercia (334) 953-7333. They will contact the Director of Student Operations.

(2) Passes. During non-duty hours you are free to travel outside the Montgomery area.
However, if you choose to leave the Montgomery areayou must Sign in and out on the Student L ocator
Log in your flight room. This policy helps to ensure we can contact you in case of an emergency.

(3) Absencesfrom Scheduled Ingtructiond Period: Be sureto tie up personal matters at
home prior to your arrival. Do not expect time off for events such as family reunions, or weddings. This
classis your number one priority. If you miss any scheduled ingructiond periods, you must coordinate
with your Hight Commander to determine make-up procedures-if any. The Hight Commander will turn
in astudent absentee report to the squadron office.



f. Other Items of Interest:

(1) Building Maintenance: The janitorid serviceislimited. Please do your part by disposing
of trash, cigarette butts, and emptying cups before digposing of them.

(2) HrePrevention: Watch for fire hazards. Y ou will receive a briefing on the fire
evacudion plan for the SOS building.

(3) Auditorium Procedures. Please follow the auditorium procedures given by your Hight
Commeanders, in addition to the following items:

(& Food and Drink: Food and drink are not dlowed in the auditorium.

(b) Latefor Lectures If you arelate for alecture, report to your flight room and wait
for your Hight Commander.

(c) Taping Lectures. To preserve our policy of nontattribution and academic freedom,
you may not tape lectures or have anyone tape them for you.

(4) Tobacco Policy: Smoking is prohibited throughout the SOS building. Y ou may smoke
outside in the designated smoking areas. When using these areas, please don’t pogition yoursdf directly
in door entrances. Use only butt cans when digposing of your smoking materids. The use of smokeless
tobacco (snuff, chewing tobacco etc.) is aso prohibited throughout the SOS building.

(5) Hight Computers. ABC provides one Pentium- based multi-media computer, one 486
computer and a printer per flight for your use. The computers have Air Force standard Microsoft
Office software (Windows 95, and Microsoft Office 97). These computers will be used to access the
local areanetwork (LAN) to download schedule and curriculum information and to accomplish surveys
and critiques. The computers may aso be used for preparing your class assgnments. ABC has severa
policies regarding the use of flight computers which may be found in section A-4 of the ABC Read File.
The most important policy is“ NO executable softwar e in, and NO executable software out.”
Also, it isvery important that NO classified information be put on our systems.

(6) VOQ Pdlicies and Information: Y ou will be assgned aVVOQ room for the duration of
your class. Safeguard your property by locking your room whenever you leave. If you are hospitaized,
contact your Hight Commander immediately to safeguard your persond effects and property.

(a) Sdespeople are not permitted in the VOQ unless aresident invites them.
Sdespeople may only contact the individuas who invited them.

(b) Protect your vauables at dl times when you are away from your quarters.



(©) There are cartain redrictions you must follow while living in the VOQ: no
pets, no cooking in your room (use the kitchen, one on each floor), no smoking, and no open flames
(i.e. candles). Findly, please be respectful of your neighbors-keep stereos and TVsturned down to a
reasonable volume e al times.

(d) Housekesping must have accessto dl VOQ rooms on adaily basisfor
cleaning.

(&) Any discrepanciesin your room should be reported to billeting. Givethem a
reasonable amount of time to correct the problem. If you continue to experience difficulties, contact
your Flight Commander. (He/she can help you contact the VOQ representative assigned to your
squadron for assstance) Do not change rooms without billeting gpprova and notify student operations
as soon as possible.

(f) Therearelaundry roomsavailablefor youto use. Thereisdsoa
laundry/cleaning service near the main exchange.

(9) All students must physicaly check out at the front desk of University Inn
(billeting), 351 West Drive prior to departure.

(h) VOQs are subject to inspection/search by the 42 ABW Commander.

(7) Hrearms. Do not gtore firearms in your dormitory room or POV's. Register and store
al firearms with the security police. To register afirearm, you must complete an AF Form
1314, available from your Hight Commander.

(8) 1G Complants. If you have acomplaint that fals under the Ingpector Generd complaint
system, see the Commandant’ s Executive Officer, a 155 W. Maxwell Blvd.,
ext 3-1197, for assistance

(9) Saety: Safety isamgor Air Force and ABC concern. Always be dert to unsafe
conditions during dl activities. Aswith any activity involving the potentid for injury, you should do arisk
assessment. If the risk involved outweighs the importance of the activity...don’'t do it. Injuries can
occur anytime, anywhere. Always be sure to warm-up prior to any sporting activity to avoid sprains,
grains, and muscle tears.

(10) Retreat Procedures Here's what you need to know about retreat:
(& The base conducts aretreat ceremony everyday at 1630, except for the last Friday

of the month when it's done a 1600 to accommodate retirement ceremonies. Y ou will honor retrest at
dl times.



(b) Retreat Procedures. When in uniform stop, and face the flag or the sound of

the musicif the flag isnot visble. Upon thefirst note of the National Anthem or To the Colors, dll
personnd in uniform who aren’t in formation will render asalute. 'Y ou will hold your sdute until the last
note of the music.

If you arein civilian clothes, cometo paraderest at “Retreat” (the firg bugle cdl).
If you are wearing a hat, take it off and hold it in your right hand. At the first note of To the Colors or
the Nationa Anthem, come to attention and place your right hand over your heart. Y our hat will be
over your |eft shoulder.

If you happen to be in your privatdly owned vehicle during retreat, you must stop
your vehicle upon thefirgt note of the music , and al occupants should st quietly until the music ends.
After the lagt note of the music, you may resume travel.

[I. MISCELLANEOUS

1. Family Senvices: Family services (55 S. Mitchdl St.) operates a“loan closet,” open everyday from
0900-1500. Theloan closet contains many types of household items you may need to borrow, such as
pots, pans, dishes, glasses, sheets, crockpots, sweepers, toasters, base information, welcome packages
and much more. Remember, don’'t wait until the last day of classto return borrowed items, you may
experience long lines and delays.

2. Useof POVs

(8) Regigration: If your privately owned vehicle does not have a military registration decad on
the window, you can obtain atemporary pass a Vehicle Regigration, building 502 (near the Bl St
gate entrance). Y ou must have the following items for registration: tag receipt, proof of insurance, 1.D.
Card, and a copy of your orders.

(b) Parking: Parking lots are located dl around the academic circle and are designated as
OPEN PARKING, unless otherwise marked. DO NOT PARK IN RESERVED SPOTSor
PARK INSIDE ACADEMIC CIRCLE OVERNIGHT.

(c) Driving: Hazardous driving conditions exist throughout the areaand traffic laws are rigidly
enforced. If you are involved in an accident, you must cal the police department. A police officer must
investigate the accident and give you an accident sticker before you can get your vehicle repaired in
Alabama In Alabama, you may make aright turn on ared light, unless specificaly prohibited.
Additiondly, you must use your headlights anytime you are using your windshied wipers, ont and off-
base.
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(d) Traffic Violations: The speed limit on Maxwell AFB is 25 MPH unless otherwise posted.
All traffic rules are gtrictly enforced. If you receive atraffic ticket, you must inform your Hight
Commander within 24 hours and report to your Squadron Commander on the first duty day that
follows. On aweekend or holiday, report the ticket on the first duty day that follows. Seetbelts must
be worn by ALL occupants, in ALL vehicles. Violaors may lose base driving privileges. If you are
injured in an accident while not wearing a seetbelt, the Air Force may not be liable for your medical
coverage. Also, when transporting people in the back of pick-up truck, everyone must be sitting down
insde the bed, (not on the sides or the whedlwells), and may not lean againg the tailgate.

(e) Driving Under the Influence DUI: The pendty for afirg time conviction isimprisonment for
not more than 1 year or afine of $200 to $1,000, or both. In addition, the courts will prohibit an
individua from driving for aperiod of a least 90 days. A second or subseguent conviction carriesa
$500 to $2,500 fine, 2 to 20 days mandatory community service, with additiona service possible for up
to 1 year. Also, base driving privileges will be suspended for 1 year. |IF YOU RECEIVE A DUI,
YOU WILL BEDISENROLLED FROM ABC WITH PREJUDICE.

(f) Implied Consent: Any person who operates a motor vehicle on an Air Force ingdlation will
be deemed to have given consent to an approved chemical test or tests of blood, breath, or urine to
determine blood acohol concentration when requested by enforcement personnel who have reason to
suspect the person of driving whileintoxicated. Refusing to consent to a blood acohal test, resultsin
automatic mandatory 1-year revocation of orn+base driving privileges. The state of Alabamahas a
smilar implied consent law.

4. Motorcycle Requirements. We do not recommend that you plan to use a motorcycle as your
primary mode of transportation if you do not currently possess an Air Force motorcycle safety card.
Y ou cannot operate amotorcycle on base without this card. ABC will not dlow time-off to attend this
traning. If you do have a motorcycle safety card and plan to operate a motorcycle on base, you must
contact the 42 ABW Safety office (42 ABW/SE), located in bldg 804, Room NE 248, or at extension
3-7871. Thisisamandatory requirement IAW AFl 91-207.

5. Bicyde Sdfety: If you choose to ride a bicycle while atending ABC, dl traffic laws goply to
bicyclists aswell as motorists. Y ou may not wear headsets while riding abicycle on aDOD ingdlation.
Proper head protection must be worn anytime you are riding your bicycle, ont or off-base. Findly, you
must use alight in times of darkness.

6. Running Sefety: Headsets are not alowed while running on base.

7. Drugs The military hasjurisdiction over mogt drug-related off-base offenses. The security forces on
Maxwell conduct no-notice vehicle ingpections on incoming and outgoing vehicles.

'Y ou may
schedule an gppointment at ext 3-3368 or you can cdl for asick call appointment at 3-1012, Monday
through Friday



(b) Maxwell AFB does not have an “Emergency Room.” They have a*“Family Practice After
Hours” Thisdlinicisopen 0700-1900 (M-F), 0800-1300 (Sat), and 1300-1700 (Sun). If you need
urgent or emer gency care, you must go to a Montgomery hospita emergency room.

8. Officer’s Open Mess. To use the Maxwel/Gunter Officers' Club, you must have a USAF Services
credit card. Y ou will be given the opportunity to purchase atemporary Maxwell AFB club membership
($12 for 4 weeks). This can be obtained at the club upon your first vigt. The only limitation with the
temporary card is you may not charge items on that specific account. However, you can cash checks
up to $200 per day. If you choose not to be amember, the only time you will be dlowed in the clubis
for thelunch med. Remember, thereis a surcharge for dl non-members. The lunch hours are Tuesday-
Friday 1100-1300. Dinner hours vary somewhat: Tuesday-Thursday, 1800-2030; only soup and
sandwiches are offered in the bar on Tuesdays. Dinner hours on Friday and Saturday are 1800-2100.
Sunday, brunch is served from 1000-1300. The club is closed on Monday. The “Fit”, an informa bar,
is open on Fridays 1700-0200. See the weekly base newspaper for listed club happenings.

9. Shipment of Items Purchased While TDY': The base transportation divison is NOT authorized to
ship & government expense, antiques, furniture, or other smilar items you purchase while you are here
TDY. You mus ship theseitems at your own expense.

[I. COURSE EVALUATION & ACADEMIC PRINCIPLES

1. Course Evduation Y our ideas, opinions, comments and remarks will be used to shape the future of
this course. Y ou have a great responghility to tell uswhat you think. While you are here, we ask that
you keep track of everything you like and didike, processes you felt worked, and those that did not.
Let us know what was successful and where improvements are needed. Thisis very important to the
future of ABC and the Air Force.

Throughout the course and prior to find out-processng, you will be asked to provide your opinions
through critiques. Give us honest and congructive information. If you feel we can do something better,
tell ushow. If we did something gredt, tell us. This request for information includes critiquing everything
fromin- and out- processing, personnel transactions, academic environment, methods and quality of
ingtruction, to materid covered in class. Your feedback is crucid to our success.

2. Academic Freedom/Nont-attribution: ABC ascribesto apolicy of academic freedom and non
attribution. What does this mean to you?

(& Academic freedom and non-attribution means you should fed free to speak out on any
subject-using discretion of course. This policy encourages a criticd, andyticd, and imaginative
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environment for learning. We encourage our visiting speakers, faculty and students to speak thelr
minds, state opinions, support or criticize objectives, policies, drategies, or tactics while pursuing
knowledge, understanding, and improvement of the military profession. Non-attribution means thet this
is a protected environment where candid discussion and lively exchanges can take place without threat
or intimidetion.

(b) Asyou know, with freedom comes responsbility and certain limitations. While we
encourage dl to speek fredy, exchanging ideas and opinions, we will not tolerate offensive, demeaning,
or irresponsible comments or remarks. We should be able to discuss controversia subjects with
passion, but without statements which are intentionaly demeaning to any person or inditution. Thisaso
includesracidly or sexudly offensve satements.

(o) All statements made by lecturers are treated as privileged information not to be attributed to
aspecificindividua. For example, alecturer’s remarks are not to be attributed to the lecturer by name,
during a subsequent lecturer’ s question and answer period. It isacceptableto say that a“ previous
lecturer” made a particular statement, this way the lecturer’ s name is not divulged. This policy of not
divulging names, appliesto al written products, for example: tests, writing assgnments, and research
papers whether indgde or outsde of school use.

(d) If any individua chooses to engage in offensve remarks or irrespong ble comments,
academic freedom and the non-attribution policy yield to the higher purposes embodied in the
maintenance of discipline. Any documented evidence of an exchange of information in an academic
Setting, such as a sudent critique, is releasable to an invedtigator in certain investigations, such as those
by the Office of the Inspector Generd or by crimind investigators.

(e) Condructive criticism by students and faculty is encouraged at any time.

3. Academic Integrity: Academic integrity & Air Universty is governed by AUI 36-2309, 30
April 1996. Thisingruction contains Air University policy and directives on academic integrity.
Violaions of the prohibitions and mandatory provisonsin thisingruction by military personnd may be
prosecuted under the Uniform Code of Military Justice (UCMJ), Article 92. Thisgppliesto dl Air
Univerdty personnd.

(& What isacademic integrity? AUI 36-2309 defines it as the uncompromising adherence to a
code of ethics, mordlity, conduct, scholarship, and other values related to academic activity.

(b) All students and permanent party personnd must adhere to the highest standards of
academic integrity. They are prohibited from plagiarism, cheeting, misrepresenting or committing any
other act congtituting alack of academic integrity. Failure to practice academic integrity reflects
discredit to the Air Force and the individual, and is not condoned by Air University. Any individud who
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violates thisingtruction is subject to adverse adminigtrative action including disenrollement from schooal,
discharge from the service, and disciplinary action. Individuas subject to the UCMJ may be prosecuted
under the UCMJ.

(¢) The ABC daff assumes the work you turn in is yours, done on your own, and from your
own ideas. Condder the following carefully:

(1) Intent: Intent isdefined asadate of mind. Ordinarily intent cannot be proven by
direct evidence unless the intent isimplied by the act; for example, a student who takes a crib sheet into
aclass and usesit to cheat does not have to think specificdly “thisiswrong.” Intent may be proven by
circumgtantia evidence that reasonably implies the existence of intent. Intent is an ement of both
cheating and plagiarism.

(2) Plagiarism: Pagiaism isdefined as the act of gppropriating the literary composition of
another, or parts or passages of their writings, or the ideas or language of the same, and intending to
pass them off as the product of one's own mind. For example, copying verbatim without quotation
marks with the intent to claim the materia as one's own work is plagiariam, asisthe intentiond use,
without credit, of a source' s sentence structure and style with only minor word changes. The correct
method for giving credit to a source in written work is to use quotation marks and an accompanying
footnote when quoting directly, and a footnote when pargphrasing. In cases of ord presentations, credit
must be given for direct or pargphrasing of direct quotes.

(3) Cheating: Chedting isthe act of giving or receiving improper ass stance such as, but
not limited to, gaining unauthorized access to faculty materias that have not been released for student
use; copying answers from another’ s examination; using texts, notes, issue materid, or other references
not authorized for examinations or other assgned work; knowingly permitting another sudent to copy
one' swriting assgnments, speech materid, or answers from an examination paper; and collaboration
with other persons on individud assgnments except as specificaly authorized.

(4) Misrepresentation: The act of making an assertion to intentionaly decelve or midead.
Misrepresentation may be an ord or written statement that is mideading or deceiving and meant to be
s0; for example, false reporting.

(5) Unprofessional Relationships (including frater nization): Relationships are deemed
unprofessiona, whether pursued on or off-duty, when they detract from the authority of superiors or
result in, or reasonably cregte the gppearance of, favoritism, misuse of office or position, or the
abandonment of organizationd gods for persond interests. Unprofessiond relationships can exist
between officers, between enlisted members, between officers and enlisted members, and between
military personnel and members of the civilian employee work force. Fraternization is an aggravated
form of unprofessiond relationship and is recognized as aviolaion of Article 134 of the UCMJ. AFI

36-2909, Professond and unprofessiona Relationships, provides amore detailed definition.  An
example of an unprofessiond reationship compromising, or giving the appearance of compromising,
academic integrity would be a student and faculty member from the same schoal living in the same house
for an extended duration.
